The new law provides that 
there shall be a board of health in 
every incorporated village or city in 
the state and a health officer in every 
township, whose duty it shall be to 
report immediately to the state board 
tho outbreak of any contagious dis­ 
ease. A further provision of the bill 
gives to municipalities the right to 
issue bonds without legislative act for 
the building of a hospital, and, in 
times of great emergency and the ab­ 
sence of a hospital, property may be 
seized for that purpose. The alarming 
frequency of smallpox in the stat* 
within the past* few years, and the im­ 
possibility of local boards to deal with 
it, made imperative the need of stone 
action and brought about the draw­ 
ing of this new meausre. The bill is 
prepared not only with the idea ol 
handling epidemics after they have 
shown themselves, but also with an 
idea of preventing their start, and foi 
this it gives to the state board super­ 
vision over' the building of all sewage 
and waterworks systems and author­ 
ity to compel municipalities to adopt 
measures for the better sanitary condi­ 
tions of their city.

Washington, Jan. 25.— The treaty 
between Denmark and 
the

State# tor the transfer of the Danish 
W est Indies 
to 
this country, was 
signed by Secretary Hay and Con­ 
stantin Brim, min .cr from Denmark, 
in the reception hull of tho state de­ 
partment. 
Tho treaty will be sent to the sen­ 
ate 
on 
Monday by the president, 
where spec- ny ratification is expected. 
Requires Much Ratification. 
The new treaty is peculiar in that 
it xviii require action uot only by the 
senate and the Danish rigsdag, but 
by the United States house of repre­ 
sentatives as well, since it will be 
necessary for the house to supply the 
needed appropriation to dx fray the 
expense of purchase. 
The treaty it­ 
self does not contain any reference 
to a plebescite, but the Danish gov 
ernment has given notice that before 
it ratifies the treaty it will submit the 
question of cession to the people of 
me islands. 
Not much objection is 
expected h< re from these people, as 
the treaty is so framed that they are 
uot called on to surrender their Dan­ 
ish allegiance^' and they may remain 
Danes in fact* and in name while en­ 
joying whatever advantages in a com­ 
mercial way may result nom a trans­ 
fer of iii** islands 
to 
tile United 
States. 
St. Thomas,' tho largest 
of 
the 
islands, is termed by a chain of high 
hills running east and west. 
It 
is 
43 miles long, measures three miles 
at its greatist width, and contains an 
area 
of 17 square miles. 
The 
sea 
surrounding this island is filled with 
small islets, called keys, which belong 
to it. 
About*t\vo miles to the north­ 
east 
lies me island 
of St. John, and 
some 4d miles to the 
north is the third 
island. St. Croix, or, as it is perhaps 
morn generally known, Santa Cruz. 
The port of St. Thomas is a good 
one, and it is stated that 200 vessels 
can anchor there with safety.

forts to secure them were begun by 
the United States during President 
G rants first administration. 


Th$ Deal Completed. 


Copenhagen, Jan. 25.— The sale of 
Hie Danish West indies to the United 
States is considered in official circles 
here as good as consummated. 
So 
confident is the government of its po­ 
sition that it has ordered a Danish 
cruiser to St. Thomas, W. I., to assist 
in the ceremony of transfer* nee. The 
government lias decided riot to pro­ 
vide a plebiscite for the people of the 
islands. 
It had been thought that 
this 
would 
be done 
lo 
ascertain 
whether the people desire to transfer 
their allegiance to America. 
The 
treaty requires tho consent of the 
rigsuag, but little trouble is antici­ 
pated in that direction. It will trans­ 
fer absolute sovereignty 
over 
the 
islands of St. Thomas, St. John and 
St. Croix or St. K itt’s to the United 
States. 
The consideration is about 
$4,000,000, much Ii ss than Denmark 
could have obtained a few years ago.
